"W HAT are the reasons for the 
»” advance in gasoline prices?”

no A m ericans were killed. 
On May 22, Dyer said, he over­ 
heard a conversation between T ra p ­ 
itsin and Nina, the Chinese Consul, 
and CapL Mow of the Chinese gun­ 
boat, in which T rapitsin dem anded 
the co-operation of A the 
Chinese 
against the Japanese, when they 
were approaching the town.

was refused. Capt. Mow stating that 
he would m aintain neutrality to­ 
wards the Japanese. 
After the .Chinese evacuation of 
X ikolaievsk on May 24 Trapitsin 
troops began new attacks and that 
night set fire to the jails and put 
to death all of the 134 Japanese 
prisoners, stating th a t the jails had 
been fired by the Japanese them ­ 
selves. 
T he destruction of the city by 
fire and explosions continued over 
the 26th, until only about 100 out 
of the 4000 
buildings 
rem ained. 
T rapitsin then fled up the Amgun 
River with his band, having lost 
about ^00 men. 
All other R ussians

A fter the arrival of the Japanese 
relief expedition, the four A m eri­ 
can, seven British, seven French 
and 425 Russian refugees, were sent 
to \ ladivostok on. a Japanese tra n s­ 
port.
